Frankfort, Ky.. Oct. 16.—booker T. 
W ashington took part Monday in the 
exercises 
commemorating 
the twen- i 
tieth anniversary of the Kentucky In- . 
dustrial School for Colored Persons, I 
making three speeches during the day 
to about 2.000 of his race gathered 
from over the state. 
Many white peo­ 
ple attended one of the speakings. 
W ashington devoted his rem arks m ain­ 
ly to the education of the negro in the 
southland, urging upon them th at they 
be industrious. 
In the course of his 
rem arks he said; 
“I hope th at more and more the 
white people of America will learn to 
discrim inate 
betw een 
negroes. 
It 
should constantly be borne in mind 
that there are two classes among us. 
The whole race should not be condemn­ 
ed for a few w orthless ones.

The Brazos River Navigation 
Convention, which has just been 


held at Navasota, will not be de­ 
void of good results. 
I his body 
was not large, but it was composed 
of practical business men, who 
have managed and conducted their 
owfii affairs with success. 
It was a 
meeting of just such men as are 
likely to accomplish the object for 
which they met, and their verdict 
was that the Brazos river could and 
should be made navigable from 
Velasco to Waco, and that the 


vantage of water transportatation 
From the points named up to Rich­ 
mond and San Felipe it is doubtful 
whether the peesent tonnage would 
justify regular trips of river boats 
for commercial purposes. 
In the
